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DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Kiron teaches a method and corresponding system and computer program for 
permitting trading of open-end mutual fund or group of open-end mutual funds and 
linked derivative securities on the floor of the National Securities Exchange. The 
method utilizes financial forecasting and models to provide simulations. 

Although Kiron teaches method and corresponding system and computer 
program for permitting trading of open-end mutual fund or group of open-end mutual 
funds and linked derivative securities on the floor of the National Securities Exchange, 
Kiron does not teach computing sum squared error (SSE) values for the at least one 
defined portfolio segment using classification and regression tree based model and the 
computer, wherein the classification and regression tree based model generates at least 
one cluster of assets included within the portfolio of assets for valuing each non- 
underwritten asset included within the at least one cluster, each non-underwritten asset 
included within the at least one cluster is assigned a value based on the average value 
assigned to underwritten assets included within the at least one cluster, computing SSE 
values for the at least one defined portfolio segment using a simple model and the 
computer, wherein the simple model assigns a single value to all non-underwritten 
assets within the at least one defined portfolio segment based on a value assigned to at 
least one underwritten asset included within the at least one defined portfolio segment, 
ranking the at least one defined portfolio segment based on the computed error ratio, or 
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using the ranking by a potential buyer to determine the amount to offer for purchasing 
assets included within the at least one defined portfolio segment.
